which consisted of 12 points; the program for the functioning of this 
organization consisted of 35 points* As a consequence, a detailed plan 
for the future administration of the Bulgarian nation was worked, gut 
between I936 and 19^3 by the Planning . Department of , Over 800 

specialists took part in developing this plan* For its colors the 
organization adopted a banner which, was dark bur-gundy rod in color. 

The Insignia on this pennant was called "Bagar.", the ancient Bulgarian

b» The basic principles , of the BNB organisation were covertnesSj^ independ- 
ence p; and mes&ership comprised of qualified and willing personnel. 
Within the framework : of organis^ation^ the BKB compartmented its ' 
activities in order that members knew only those who were in their 
own units. Information was disseminated within the organization on 
a need-^tb-know basis. The diverse functions of the organization 'Were 
set.\^ on the basis of projected activities.

a a From 1936 to 19 3^ the growth of RI3B wai^ quite rapid. In fact^ on three

bo In 1938 another turning point occurred in the political life of RI3B, In 
March of that year the “People ‘s Movement" which was considered a conservM 
atlve Bulgarian party (led by Professor A, Tsankoff and the Commimist 
^People’s Front” undertook a strange coalition. One of the ma^Jor tenets 
in this platform was to direct their combined assaults upon E1?B, Two 
bloody street fights ensued in which the younger elements of ,IPB deci,- 
sively defeated persoimel of the mentioned coalition. The ruling 
elements of Bulgaria were surprised by the size and character of BHB, 
Consequently^ that same year j[l93^ they began to persecute this organ- 
ization on the .fame level as they did the Communist Party, In their 
estimation the BUB was as dangerous to the administration as the Com- 
munist Party, As a resxilt of these persecutions, RI3B was forced to go 
further imderground for large numbers of its members had been arrested, 
many had been sent to concentra tion camps 1 an d several were tried by 
Bulgarian courts. The organize d I was deported in I 938 for 

three months « In 19^0 and 19^1 he was called to police headquarters 
and interrogated for several hours, but in- each case was released. 
Actually, such actions by the government made RNB more attractive and 
served to make it qualitatively stronger since the leaders were forced 
tb implement operational methods which would stand up against investiga- 
tien', When the organizer was tried in 19^1^ the leaders of previously 
dissolved democratic parties provided funds necessary to employ an 
honorary legal defender. Members of these parties eventually Joined 
the RUB, 


4* Although RIfB was bitterly opposed to Communism and preferred to see 
CJermany defeat the USSR during World War II, it was not a Fascist 
prganizationi although the opposition .branded it as such. Since the 
characteristics of Naziism were anti-monarchist^, anti-religious, and 
anti-Masonic, its political philosophy was diametrically opposed to 
the principles of the RRB, This organization was: 

( 1 ) first, pro-monarchistlc and later pro-republican, 

( 2 ) pro-God and Pro-Mason, j^ny of its members were officials in the 
Bulgarian Masonic Grand Lodge^7

ment through public criticism, to take advantage of the people’s dis- 
aontent concerning World War II, hut meanwhile to hide their time until 
the war ended®. 


h« In August when the king passed aray and the Bulgarian political 

situation hecame extremely confused, the leader of RHB invited three 
Bulgarian organizations to merge with the RKB® In this effort he was 
successful, for BRAMIK, a state youth organization which members of RUB 
had infiltrated, accepted the invitation. Alliance of the Bulgarian 
Youth Legions > a semi-Paacistic organization, affiliated, as did the 
Bulgarian Youth Alliance previously mentioned. Shortly after the death 
of, the king, all .thr.ee of these organizations declared that they were 
aligning themselves with and accepting the philosophy of the Youth 
Movement^ RI©,^ 

c* By virtue of the juncture of the three youth groups, the hulk of the 
young political life of Bulgaria appeared to finally have >een united. 
By mid 19^2 Communist activity had been considerably curtailed by the 
government and it was forced to go further, underground* !I?he fi^t 
against Ccmunlsm in Bulgaria, however^ continued. On 9 September 
19^5 the Bresident of Bed Bulgaria,, the former well known Secretary 
of the IHaird International,, Qe or gi j disclosed in hie speech 

at the Kationsl dJheater In Sofia that the Bulgarian Oonmiuniat Party, 
as of 9 September 19^5 p: contained no more than 35.00. memhers. 


d. In November 1942, shortly after the various youth aovemont? of Bulgaria 
seemed to have reached a point of miderstanding and departure, the* 
Stalingrad offensive was launched* This offensive, as history reveals, 
began, on 18 November 1942 and its results culminated In suQcess f or 4;he 
Soviet Union. Once it was realized by the leaders of RKB that Soviet 
forces could not be contalnediby the German Army,, their party and their 
movement stood In /jeoQpsa^ ii" land when th^ Soviet Army entered Bulgaria, 
feonsequeatlyi it was decided by lanklng offio,er8 to submerge the BNB and 
disperse throughout Bulgaria Its various members* Under instructions in 
19^3 and 194 ' 4 , members of the town and village formations were ordered to 
quarrel publicly, to refrain from further activity, no longer to associate 
with each other, and ln.|Ome cases to condemn the RNB as a stupid unnec- 
essary organization. It was difficult to convince the more active mem-^ 
bers of IBB that the actions described above were necessary not only to 
save the members,; but the organization itself* Through the dispersal of 
adherents, only the most exposed members remained on duty. 


e* In March 194^ [ dropped leaflets over Sofia praising the 

/- BIB for its political attltude-i Five ihotisauid of the more mature 
members were called to gether In Sofia where they were armed and pre- 
pared to join with the I I forces somewhere in the south. Such a 

meeting, of course, did not materialize* In August 1944 the archives 
of RIB were destroyed, fhe^most exposed leaders were ordered to leave 
Belgaria because the Communist forces were by that time about to enter 
the country. A number fled to Austria where they took part in th e 
Bulgarian exile government, hoping that they could soon Join | [ forces 
and return to their country.

a« In toy estimation^ the RUB is the only organization in the Balkans ■which 
still carries in mind the eventual overthrow of Bolshevismo In last 
minute preparations the RUB was instructed to lose its identity and 
refrain from any activity* This does not mean that this imit has ceased 
* to exist* ' It;s leaders instructed the memhership not to take part in any 
opposition movements or to provoke, the new Commi^ist government of 
Bul^ria for It "was felt that such actions woiJd he* tactless and would 
ultimately prove, destructive* . The MB is still alive and is confident 
its day will eoxsAC* Correspondence received from Bulgaria in 1953 
indicates that the members anticipate the day when, they can be success- 
fully utilized* In 1952 Stefan Yovena , one of the Bulgarians associated 
with Radio Free Europe in Munich^ mentioned the RUB organization during 
a broadcast* Word -came Indirectly from .Bulgaria in which it, was intimated 
that if Bulgarians outside the country could not stop this individual from 
mentioning, their organ! zation._j they wotild* .

b* The old political parties of Bulgaria were dissolved and paralyzed by 
May 193^0 The average age of these msB^ers at that time was 38 years* 

Statistically, many of them are dead and others are too old to be of 
use in any contemplated resistance* The political groups such as the 
Radicals, Social Democrats, Agrarians and Zveno which formed a coalition 
between 19^^ and I9W? have suffered considerable Ipss from reprisal by 
the existing gdvefnment and through the death of leaders who were beyond 
middle age during World War II*
